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AFTERNOON PAPERS:

"KISSINGER TALKS BRING PESSIMISM (JOHNSTON FROM DAR): 
TANZANIAN PRESIDENT JULIUS NYERERE WEDNESDAY DECLARED HIM- 
SELF LESS HOPEFUL THAN BEFORE' THAT AN ALL-OUT RACIAL 
CONFLICT CAN BE AVOIDED. 

NYERERE, REGARDED BY KISSINGER AS THE KEY FIGURE IN ANY 
PLAN TO AVOID A WIDER WAR IN RHODESIA AND A NEW CONFLICT IN 
NAMIBIA, TEMPERED HIS SHOW OF DISSATISFACTION WITH THE 
KISSINGER MISSION BY DECLARING THAT THE EFFORT SHOULD NEVER 
THELESS CONTINUE, WITH HIS BLESSING. 

KISSINGER ADDRESSED A NEWS CONFERENCE AN HOUR AFTER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NYERERE'S APPEARANCE. HE HAD BEEN CAREFULLY BRIEFED ON 
NYERERE'S STATEMENTS AND SEEMED DETERMINED TO COUNTER THEM 
AS MILDLY AS POSSIBLE, SUGGESTING THAT THEY SHOULD BE 
TAKEN AT LESS THAN FACE VALUE. 
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KISSINGER WAS ASKED TO COMMENT ON NYERERE'S ASSESSMENT THA 
NOTHING HAD OCCURRED SINCE KISSINGERS AFRICA POLICY SPEEC 
IN ZAMBIA LAST APRIL TO ENCOURAGE HIM ON EITHER THE 
RHODESIAN OR NAMIBIAN PROBLEMS. HE OBSERVED, WITH A BIT 
OF TESTINESS, THAT HE HAD ALWAYS FELT NEGOTIATING PROGRESS 
ON SOUTHERN AFRICA WOULD DEPEND ON THE ATTITUDES OF THE 
PARTIES." 

KISSINGER AIDES DISCOUNTED NYERERE’S PERFORMANCE BY CITING 
HIS NEED TO SHOW A MILITANT PUBLIC FACE AT THIS EARLY 
STAGE OF A NEGOTIATING TRIP THAT WILL TAKE AN AMERICAN 
SECRETARY OF STATE TO WHITE-SUPREMACIST SOUTH AFRICA FOR 
THE FIRST TIME. 

BUT NYERERE'S DIALOGUE WITH THE PRESS SUGGESTS THAT KISSIN 
GER WILL BE ASKED TO TAKE A SERIES OF UNPALATABLE PROPOSAL 
TO VORSTER LATER THIS WEEK. 

ON NAMIBIA, NYERERE SAID HE HAD PROPOSED GUIDELINES FOR A 
GENEVA CONFERENCE ON THE FUTURE OF THE TRUST TERRITORY IN 
WHICH SOUTH AFRICA WOULD BE CAST AS THE "COLONIAL POWER" 
AND IN WHICH SWAPO WOULD PARTICIPATE AS THE MAIN REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE NAMIBIAN BLACKS. 

SOUTH AFRICA SO FAR HAS REFUSED TO DEAL WITH SWAPO, NYERER 
EVIDENTLY EXPECTED TO HEAR FROM KISSINGER MORE EVIDENCE OF 
SOUTH AFRICAN COMPROMISE ON THIS POINT THAN HE DID. 

ON RHODESIA, NYERERE SAID HE WOULD BE ENCOURAGED ONLY IF 
I AM TOLD THAT AS A RESULT OF THE VORSTER-KISSINGER TALKS 
IT IS CLEAR IAN SMITH IS WILLING TO ACCEPT MAJORITY RULE” 

WITHIN 18 MONTHS UNDER A BRITISH-PROPOSED TIMETABLE. 

ON FINANCIAL GUARANTEES FOR RHODESIAN WHITES, NYERERE MADE 
PLAIN HIS BELIEF THAT VIRTUALLY ALL THE WHITES NOW IN 
RHODESIA WOULD EMIGRATE IF A BLACK REGIME TOOK OVER, AND H 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HINTED THAT HE THOUGHT THEY OUGHT TO. 

THE FEW WHO WOULD STAY IN A BLACK-RULED RHODESIA, HE SAID, 

WOULD NOT NEED AN INTERNATIONAL CONSORTIUM TO GUARANTEE 
"MINORITY RIGHTS" 

AT HIS FOLLOW-UP NEWS CONFERENCE, KISSINGER COUNTERED WITH 
THE OBSERVATION THAT NONDISCRIMINATION BETWEEN BLACK AND 
WHITE COMMUNITIES WAS AN IDEAL THAT HE BELIEVED AFRICAN 
LEADERS FAVORED AND ONE WHICH THE UNITED STATES HOPED TO 
PROMOTE. 
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IN ADDITION TO EVIDENT NEGOTIATING DIFFERENCES ON DETAILS, 
THERE HAS EMERGED A THEORETICAL DISPUTE. 

IN A LENGTHY TANZANIAN GOVERNMENT STATEMENT AND AGAIN AT 
NYERERE'S NEWS CONFERENCE, KISSINGER AND THE UNITED STATES 
WERE ACCUSED OF BACKING BLACK MAJORITY RULE IN RHODESIA 
ONLY TO STEM COMMUNIST ADVANCES IN AFRICA. 

FAILURE OF KISSINGER S NEGOTIATING MISSION COUPLED WITH AN 
ESCALATION OF BLACK GUERRILLA WARFARE WOULD INEVITABLY 
DRIVE THE UNITED STATES INTO AN ALLIANCE, HOWEVER UNWILL- 
ING, WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA ON THE GROUND THAT 
THEY WERE FIGHTING COMMUNISM. 

THE TANZANIAN GOVERNMENT'S STATEMENT CALLED ON THE U.S. 

TO DECLAR THAT "IF A PEACEFUL TRANSFER OF POWER IS IMPOSSI 
BLE BECAUSE OF THE INTRANSIGENCE OF THE RACISTS, THEN IT 
(THE U. S.) WILL BE ON THE SIDE OF THOSE WHO FIGHT FOR 
FREEDOM.” 

TO THAT DEMAND, KISSINGER SIMPLY TOLD HIS NEWS CONFERENCE 
THAT THE UNITED STATES HAS NO INTENTION OF GRANTING ANY 
PARTY IN THE CONFLICT A "BLANK CHECK." HE SAID THE QUES- 
TION OF WHAT TO DO AFTER NEGOTIATIONS FAIL WOULD BE 
ADDRESSED AFTER THEY FAIL, IF THEY DO, AND NOT BEFORE.

TIES I FACE.' 

WORD SPREAD THAT KISSINGER HAD RAISED WITH KAUNDA AND 
PRESIDENT NYERERE THE POSSIBILITY OF HIS MEETING WITH 
PRIME MINISTER IAN SMITH OF WHITE-RULED RHODESIA. 

AFRICAN SOURCES SAID NEITHER PRESIDENT WANTED SUCH A SESSI 
BUT NEITHER RULED IT OUT. 

A SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL WITH KISSINGER SAID THE SECRE- 
TARY WOULD NOT NEGOTIATE WITH SMITH IF THEY MET, BUT PRE- 
SUMABLY ONLY WOULD TRY TO CONVINCE HIM TO YIELD POWER TO 
THE BLACK MAJORITY IN 1978. 

KAUNDA, IN HIS SHORT SPEECH AFTER KISSINGER ARRIVED, MEN- 
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TIONED FIVE TIMES THAT BLACK AFRICANS WILL FIGHT IF KISSIN 
GER'S MISSION FAILS. 

U.S. INFORMANTS SAID KISSINGER RATES HIS CHANCES OF SETTIN 
UP MEANINGFUL BLACK- WHITE NEGOTIATIONS ON RHODESIA AND 
NAMIBIA AT SLIGHTLY LESS THAN EVEN. 

3. UPI (ANDERSON) FROM LUSAKA: PRESIDENT KAUNDA TOLD 
KISSINGER TODAY THAT TIME IS AGAINST HIM IN HIS BID TO 

SET UP A NEGOTIATING FRAMEWORK FOR A PEACEFUL TRANSITION 
FROM WHITE TO BLACK RULE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

UPON HIS ARRIVAL IN ZAMBIA EARLIER TODAY, KISSINGER WAS 
TOLD THE ZAMBIAN GOVERNMENT SUPPORTED STEPPED-UP GUERRILLA 
WARFARE TO END WHITE RULE IN RHODESIA. 

KISSINGER IS SCHEDULED TO LEAVE FOR PRETORIA FRIDAY FOR 
DISCUSSIONS WITH VORSTER AND SOUTH AFRICAN LEADERS. U. S. 
OFFICIALS SAID HE WOULD ALSO MEET WITH SOUTH AFRICAN BLACK 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NATIONALIST LEADERS AT THE RESIDENCE OF THE U.S. AMBASSADO 
IN PRETORIA. 

BUT THE U. S. OFFICIALS DENIED THAT KISSINGER WAS "URGENTL 
SEEKING OR EVEN URGING A MEETING" WITH RHODESIAN PREMIER 
SMITH, WHO WILL BE IN THE SOUTH AFRICAN CAPITAL AT THE 
SAME TIME. 

AN OFFICIAL ABROAD THE KISSINGER PLANE EXPOUNDED TWO 
THEORIES FOR THE PESSIMISM VOICED SO FAR IN THE SHUTTLE 
BY TANZANIAN PRESIDENT JULIUS NYERERE AND KAUNDA. 

ONE THEORY WAS THAT FOR A VARIETY OF POLITICAL REASONS, BO 
INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL, KAUNDA AND NYERERE HAVE DECIDED THA 

THE PEACE SHUTTLE WILL FAIL AND THEREFORE THEY ARE TAKING 
EXTREME POSITIONS. 

THE OTHER WAS THAT THE AFRICAN LEADERS FEEL KISSINGER HAS 
A GOOD CHANCE OF SUCCEEDING IN HIS TASK, BUT THEY DO NOT 
WANT TO MAKE CONCILIATORY STATEMENTS AT THE START OF THE 
BARGAINING. 

THE U.S. OFFICIAL TRAVELING ABROAD KISSINGERS PLANE SAID 
THE CURRENT RIOTING AND STRIKES IN SOUTH AFRICA WILL NOT 
HELP KISSINGER IN HIS MISSION, BECAUSE THEY WILL TEND TO 
MAKE THE VORSTER GOVERNMENT MORE UNWILLING TO MAKE POLITI- 
CAL CONCESSIONS.

UNCLASSIFIED 
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BUT REPORTERS HERE WERE WARNED THAT IT HAD NOT BEEN RULED 
OUT. 

A U. S. SPOKESMAN HERE SAID KISSINGER HAD KNOWN FOR SOME 
TIME THAT PREMIER SMITH WOULD BE IN SOUTH AFRICA THIS 
WEEKEND. 

KISSINGER HAS REPEATEDLY SAID HE SEES NO POINT IN TALKING 
TO SMITH UNTIL THE RHODESIAN PRIME MINISTER AGREES TO A 
SWIFT TRANSFER OF POWER TO HIS COUNTRY'S SIX MILLION BLACK

EDWARDS: THE MESSAGE FROM HENRY KISSINGER'S TALKS WITH

AS HE LISTENED TO THE ZAMBIAN LEADER STATE IN HUMAN TERMS 
THE CASE FOR BLACK MAJORITY RULE IN RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA, 
NOW RULED BY MINORITY WHITE POPULATION. IT IS NOT A SIN, 

MR. SECRETARY, TO BE BLACK, KAUNDA SAID, AND IN REFERRING 
TO KISSINGER'S UPCOMING WEEKEND OF CRITICAL TALKS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA, KAUNDA ADDED, YOU HAVE ONLY A FEW DAYS, NOT WEEKS, 
TO SUCCEED, IF IT FAILS, WE FIGHT. 

KAUNDA, AT ONE POINT PAUSING AS THOUGH TO HOLD BACK TEARS. 
KISSINGER SPOKE SLOWLY. HE SAID HE WOULD RETURN HERE 
SUNDAY OR MONDAY TO REPORT ON HIS TALKS WITH SOUTH AFRICA, 
AND KISSINGER ADDED, I PRAY FOR ALL OF US, FOR YOUR 
PEOPLE, AND FOR OUR PEOPLE THAT I CAN BRING YOU ENCOURAG- 
ING NEWS. THE TONE OF KAUNDA'S REMARKS CONTRASTED SHARPLY

MCNAMARA: THE KISSINGER DIPLOMATIC SHUTTLE ARRIVED IN 
ZAMBIA TODAY, AGAIN FACING MORE PUBLIC PESSIMISM ABOUT 
THE CHANCES FOR A NEGOTIATED RACIAL SETTLEMENT IN RHODESIA 
AND NAMIBIA. IN LUSAKA, KISSINGER EMBRACED ZAMBIA'S 

FOREIGN MINISTER. THE SECRETARY HAD COME HERE FOR A SESSIO 
OF TALKS WITH PRESIDENT KENNETH KAUNDA, A MAN WHO LAST 
YEAR OPENLY CRITICIZED KISSINGER'S AFRICA POLICY. UP 
UNTIL THEN, KAUNDA WAS BLACK AFRICA'S MODERATE HEAD OF 
STATE-A DOVE IN A CAGE OF HAWKS. TODAY, HOWEVER, KAUNDA 
HAS CHANGED. IN THE EYES OF SOUTHERN AFRICA AND WASHING 
TON, THE ZAMBIAN LEADER HAS TURNED MILITANT, FEELING 
BETRAYED IN HIS OWN PERSONAL FAILURE TO PEACEFULLY NE- 
GOTIATE A TRANSITION FROM WHITE TO BLACK RULE IN NEIGHBOR 
ING RHODESIA. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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AS IF IN DESPAIR, KAUNDA NOW TALKS OF RACIAL WAR AS THE 
ONLY QUICK AND LASTING SOLUTION TO ENDING WHITE MINORITY 
RULE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. BUT WHETHER HE, HIMSELF, BE- 
LIEVES HIS DRASTIC WORDS IS SOMETHING PUZZLING AMERICAN 
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DIPLOMATS. TO PERHAPS PUT HIS MILITANT ATTITUDE ON 
PUBLIC DISPLAY, KAUNDA HAS MUSTERED HIS PINT SIZED ARMY 
INTO THE QUIET STREETS OF LUSAKA. ALSO, BLACK RHODESIAN 
GUERRILLA GROUPS ARE REPORTEDLY TAKING REFUGE IN THE 
ZAMBIAN CAPITAL. THE APPARENT STATE OF WAR HAS EVEN TAKEN 
KAUDA'S FELLOW BLACK AFRICAN LEADERS BY SURPRISE. 

JUST HOW MUCH KAUNDA'S NEW MILITANT POSUTRE WILL AFFECT 
HIS MEETINGS WITH KISSINGER IS DIFFICULT TO SAY. TO BE 
SURE, THE SECRETARY OF STATE CAME HERE ATTEMPTING TO 
HEAL A BREACH IN US-ZAMBIAN RELATIONS— RELATIONS CRITICAL 
FOR THE FACT THAT, THOUGH KENNETH KAUNDA MAY BE TALKING 
WAR, HE IS STILL THE KEY TO PEACE, STILL THE CALMING 
INFLUENCE IN BLACK SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

8. ABC-TV: REASONER: THERE’S ONLY ONE WAY TO DESCRIBE 
HOW SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER S AFRICAN TRIP SEEMS TO B 
GOING: BADLY. ZAMBIA'S PRESIDNET KAUNDA TOLD KISSINGER 
TODAY THAT HE HAD ONLY DAYS IN WHICH TO HELP AVERT A RACE 
WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA. TIME, SAID KAUNDA, IS NOT WITH YOU. 
KAUNDA WAS ECHOING THE PESSIMISM WHICH TANZANIA'S PRESI- 
DENT NYERERE EXPRESSED YESTERDAY. BARRIE DUNSMORE, TRAVEL 
ING WITH KISSINGER, REPORTS ON THE SECRETARY'S EFFORTS. 

DUNSMORE: FOLLOWING NEARLY FIVE HOURS OF TALKS WITH 
SECRETARY KISSINGER, TANZANIA'S PRESIDENT JULIUS NYERERE 

SAID HE HAD NOT BEEN ENCOURAGED ON EITHER RHODESIA OR 
SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. ALSO, NYERERE IS PARTICULARLY BOTHERED 
BY THE AMERICAN INCLINATION TO SEE THE AFRICAN STRUGGLE 
IN GLOBAL TERMS, AND BY U.S. CONCERN ABOUT POSSIBLE FUTURE 
SOVIET-CUB AN INTERVENTION. 

NYERERE: CUBA, WHY CUBA, A TINY LITTLE STATE NINETY MILES 
FROM THE BORDER OF THE UNITED STATES, THE MOST POWERFUL 
COUNTRY SINCE ADAM (LAUGHTER) I FIND THE CUBAN OBSESSION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INCREDIBLE, AND IT COMES FROM INTELLIGENT PEOPLE. I 
REALLY DON'T UNDERSTAND. 

DUNSMORE: AT HIS NEWS CONFERENCE A SHORT TIME LATER, 
KISSINGER WAS SLIGHTLY MORE POSITIVE, SAYING THAT HE WAS 
SURE THAT THIS EARLY, NYERERE'S POSITIONS HAD NOT BEEN 
UNDERSTATED, THAT THERE HAD BEEN NO SURPRISES, AND THAT 
THE CHANCES FOR SOME SUCCESS WERE STILL SLIGHTLY LESS THAN 
FIFTY-FIFTY. 

KISSINGER: THE WORST THAT CAN HAPPEN IF THIS MISSION DOES 
NOT SUCCEED IS WHAT IS CERTAIN TO HAPPEN WITHOUT THIS 
MISSION, -THAT NO ONE ELSE WAS AVAILABLE, NO OTHER COUN- 
TRY WAS AVAILABLE TO UNDERTAKE IT, THAT THE EFFORT HAS TO 
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BE MADE, AND IF IT SHOULD FAIL AND CONFLICT SHOULD PROVE 
UNAVOIDABLE, AT LEAST WE WILL KNOW IT IS NOT BECAUSE THE 
UNITED STATES FAILED TO MAKE A MAJOR EFFORT. 

DUNSMORE (CONTINUED): WITH THAT, TODAY'S STOP WAS LUSAKA 
FOR TALKS WITH ZAMBIAN PRESIDENT KAUNDA. KISSINGER IS 
BELIEVED TO FEEL THAT SOME OF THE NEGATIVE SOUNDS HE IS 
HEARING PUBLICLY IN AFRICA ARE PART OF THE PRE-NEGOTIATING 
PROCESS. BUT HE ALSO THINKS THAT MODERATE BLACKS ARE 
PROTECTING THEMSELVES IN CASE THE EFFORT SHOULD FAIL, 
WHICH COULD, OF COURSE, DOOM IT TO FAILURE. AND SO, 
OPTIMISM DOES NOT ABOUND AT THIS STAGE OF THE SHUTTLE. IF 
THIS WERE THE MIDDLE EAST, WHERE BARGAINING HAS REACHED 
AN ART FORM, THAT WOULD NOT MEAN A GREAT DEAL. BUT HERE 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, THE LACK OF OPTIMISM IS MORE SIGNIFI-
